Patentee hereby submits a Petition To Accept An Unintentionally Delayed Claim Under 
35 U.S.C. § 120 ("Petition") for U.S. Patent No. 7,160,323 B2 (" '323 Patent") pursuant to 37 
C.F.R § 1.78. Patentee requests that the Patent Office accept this Petition with respect to the 
U.S. priority claims to U.S. Application Nos. 09/458,141 and 08/860,462. A Request For 
Certificate Of Correction for the '323 Patent is concurrently filed herewith. 

U.S. Application No. 10/648,775 (" '775 Application") was filed on August 25, 2003, see 
Filing Receipt, copy attached as Exhibit A. Thus, an amendment of the specification to contain a 
Section 120 reference to each of the U.S. parent applications was due under paragraph (a)(2) of 
37 C.F.R. § 1 .78 no later than Dec. 25, 2003, four months after the filing date of the '775
